
Slain girl's family speaks out 


Slowdown in Karissa 
murder investigation 
upsets grandparents

With her voice breaking, Karissa 
Boudreau's grandmother described 
yesterday the agony she and her 
husband have experienced since the 
young girl was found slain Feb. 9. 

"It's in my mind every day," 
Suzanne Grear said. 

The Shelburne woman was hav¬ 
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ing a bad day yesterday which she 
said is similar to most days since the 
12-year-old's body was discovered 
on the banks of the LaHave River in 
Bridgewater. 

Police still have yet to make any 
arrests in Karissa's 
murder and Grear 
said if something 
doesn't turn up soon, 
her grief may turn to 
anger. 

"It's driving me 
crazy; I mean that's my grand¬ 
daughter," she said. 

Grear said she doesn't feel like

she's any better off four months 
after the grisly discovery of the 
girl's remains than she was the day 
Karissa was found. 

"It just seems like as time goes on 
it gets harder and harder," she said. 

In the months following Karissa's 
Feb. 19 funeral, sources say her 
mother Penny Boudreau and the 
woman's boyfriend Vernon Macum- 
ber split up and moved out of the 
town of Bridgewater where they 
lived with Karissa before she disap¬ 
peared. 

Grear said she has no con¬ 
tact with

the girl's mother but sees her son — 
Karissa's father Paul Boudreau — 
on a regular basis. 

"His life is on hold... he's waiting 
to find out what happened to her," 
she said. 

RCMP spokesman Sgt. Mark Gal¬ 
lagher yesterday repeated what he's 
said in the past about the investiga¬ 


tion into the Grade 6 student's mur¬ 
der. 

"We're trying to leave investiga¬ 
tors the ability to investigate right 
now," he said. 

He said there are no new devel¬ 
opments in the case that he can 
share but the investigation contin¬ 
ues to move forward. 

Karissa's grandfather, Wayne 
Grear, said there's been so little 
news about Karissa's murder, it's al¬ 
most like she's been forgotten. 

"Who's ever out there running 
around should be paying for it," he 
said. -robyn.young@metronews.ca

Clearance of HRP 
in death of man 
a coverup: Sibling

The report that cleared Hali¬ 
fax police in the death of 
Blaine Provo in 2006 is a 
coverup, the brother of the 
dead man said yesterday. 

"What came out was the 
exact same thing that they 
told us when we first went 
down there, which questions 
how far did they investigate 
into it?" said Robert Provo 
from his Toronto home. 
"Even if they did find any- g 
thing, no one believes they'd | 
come out with it." jjj 

Blaine Provo died in police g 
custody on December 1, b 
2006. Amherst police inves- Q 
tigated the death because it 
had occurred with HRP. The 
report released yesterday 
said Provo resisted arrest for 
a break-and-enter. He was 
placed in a police van in 
front of 85 Albro Lake Rd. in 
Dartmouth. Police were talk¬ 
ing to him when he went 
into medical distress and 


died. The report said the 
cause of death was cocaine 
intoxication and "the man¬ 
ner of the death was acci¬ 
dental." 

Robert Provo called that 
"ridiculous. People are not 
that stupid." He noted his 
brother had used drugs be¬ 


fore, and "just happened to 
die the night he became in¬ 
volved with the police?" 

In 2006, it was reported 
that Blaine Provo was as¬ 
saulted in an apartment on 
Albro Lake Road and fled to 
No. 85 to get help. The resi¬ 
dents thought he was trying 


to break in and called police, 
leading to his death in cus¬ 
tody. 

Provo plans to sue HRP 
over the death and to "shine 
a light on the problem." 

"If we let it go, it'll keep on 
happening," he said. "It's not 
a matter of colour, it's pro¬ 


tection of everybody. All cul¬ 
tures have to look at this and 
say 'No, we're not letting 
that happen.'" 

"We're beyond frustra¬ 
tion," he added, saying the 
report had contributed to the 
rift between the black com¬ 
munity and the police.

Man stabbed in car 
during make-out 

ARREST MADE A make-out 
session in a parked car was vi¬ 
olently interrupted early yes¬ 
terday when the ex-boyfriend 
of the girl inside showed up 
and stabbed the male driver. 

The driver had been parked 
on Wentworth Drive in Clay¬ 
ton Park at 4:15 a.m. when 
the accused—nineteen-year- 
old Adam Joseph LeBlanc of 
Clayton Park — allegedly 
swung open the car door and 
attacked him with a knife. 

The couple drove around 
the corner to escape and 
called police. The victim was 
taken to the hospital to get 
stitches and later released. 

LeBlanc was arrested two 
hours later. He appeared in 
Halifax provincial court yes¬ 
terday on charges of aggra¬ 
vated assault and possession 
of a weapon.

Boys face charges

Police arrested a group of 
boys in relation to a sexual 
assault at a metro middle 
school on Monday. 

"Four youths were ar¬ 
rested and facing charges in 
relation to the incident,"

"We're saying very, very 
little because of the nature of 
things," MacKinlay said. 

For privacy reasons, 
MacKinlay said she couldn't

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Rents rising 
faster than 
consumer 
price index

The cost of renting a place to 
live in Halifax is growing 
faster than the consumer 
price index. 

Statistics Canada's latest 
census results show Haligon¬ 
ian renters paid a median cost 
of $8,966 a year in 2001, and 
$9,479 in 2006 — a 14 per 
cent increase. 

Consumer prices increased 
by 11.3 per cent over the 
same period, Stats Can said. 

Nearly 45 per cent of 
renters in Halifax paid more 
than 30 per cent of their in¬ 
come toward shelter in 2006. 

Keli Bellaire, Halifax Coali¬ 
tion Against Poverty, says the 
numbers show the city is be¬ 
coming increasingly unaf¬ 
fordable for low-income 
people. 

"People are paying 50 per 
cent and 60 per cent of their 
monthly income for rent and 
then can't afford to put food 
on the table," Bellaire said. 
"It's a constant choice be¬ 
tween paying the bills and 
feeding their kids every 
month." 

She said in north-end Hali¬ 
fax, new condominium com¬ 
plexes are driving up property 
taxes, which in turn leads to 
rent increases, forcing low-in¬ 
come people out of their 
neighbourhoods. 

"The only available housing 
that most poor people can af¬ 
ford is in Spryfield or 
Sackville — way out of the 
way and totally limits their 
opportunities to access jobs 
and services they need."

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Energy audits to benefit your home 


Halifax architect says 
process will soon be 
major part of buying

Getting an "energy audit" on a house 
will soon be a crucial part of secur¬ 
ing a bank mortgage and a hot sell¬ 
ing point with estate agents, 
according to a leading Halifax ar¬ 
chitect. 

"In the past, you'd fix up your 
kitchen as a great investment," said 
John Crace, vice-president of WHW 
Architects. "But now, we're going to 
see that if you improve your energy 
profile, that's adding value to your 
house." 

He spoke to Metro at the Renew¬ 
able Energy conference in Halifax 
yesterday. 

He added that to green-up your 
house, renewable resources like 
solar heating should take a backseat

"Before you go to solar or geot¬ 
hermal or some sustainable tech¬ 
nology, you have to have a really 
efficient container to put it in.

NDP, Darrell Dexter 
now lead the pack

If a provincial election were 
called tomorrow, the Tories 
would be toast, says pollster 
Don Mills. 

"Their performance num¬ 
bers are now in the critical, 
below 50 per cent range, 
which is really not where you 
want to be as a government," 


said the president and CEO of 
Corporate Research Associates 
Inc. 

According to a quarterly 
survey of Atlantic Canadians 
conducted by the 
polling company, only 
43 per cent of Nova 
Scotians surveyed in 
May said they felt satis¬ 
fied with the overall 
performance of Premier 
Rodney MacDonald's govern¬ 
ment. 

That number has dropped 


seven percentage points since 
February. 

This decrease in popularity 
can be attributed to a number 
of factors, Mills said. 

In March, for exam¬ 
ple, MacDonald chose 
to spend the better part 
of $300 million in end- 
of-year revenues on a 
number of projects in¬ 
stead of investing in the 
province's debt. 

The Tories then scrapped an 
eight per cent electricity tax 


rebate in the provincial budget 
at a time when people are 
struggling with energy costs. 

"That was probably the 
most hurtful part of the 
budget for the public," Mills 
said. 

And even the little things 


add up, he said. 

"It's the death of a thousand 
nicks," he said. 

Darrell Dexter and his New 
Democrat Party, on the other 
hand, are in very good shape, 
Mills said. 

Thirty-eight per cent of 


those surveyed in May said if 
an election were held today, 
they would vote for the NDP 
compared to 30 per cent for 
the Liberal Party and 27 per 
cent for the Conservatives. 

Following a similar trend, 
30 per cent of those surveyed 
said they'd most prefer Darrell 
Dexter as the premier of Nova 
Scotia, followed by 23 per cent 
for Stephen McNeil of the Lib¬ 
eral Party and 22 per cent for 
Rodney MacDonald.

Cape Breton senior dies 
following home invasion 


A Cape Breton senior citizen 
died 36 hours after a home in¬ 
vasion early Sunday morning. 

Police were called to Ivan 
Joseph Rorison's Inverness 
home at 5:30 a.m. and arrived 
to find him injured. 

The 70-year-old refused to 
go to the hospital. 

Police later arrested a 16- 
year-old and a 17-year-old 
from the area in relation to 
the break and enter. 

The next day police were 
called to the house again to 
assist the victim whose con¬ 
dition had deteriorated. Rori- 


son was taken to hospital 
where he died at 6 p.m. on 
Monday. 

Police are waiting for au¬ 
topsy results before deter¬ 
mining whether the death is a 
homicide, RCMP spokesman 
Sgt. Mark Gallagher said. 

"We would have to see 
what his previous medical 
history prior to these in¬ 
juries," Gallagher said. "That's 
all got to be brought in." 

Police say autopsy results 
will be released later this 
week.

The Elections Act 
allows for extensions to 
repayment schedules, and 
eight other former candidates 
will request an extension. 
Brison ran a smaller campaign 
that most candidates, and his 
remaining debt of $105,000 
should be retired soon. 
Because of changes to election 
financing rules, candidates 
could only accept $5,400 from 
individuals, meaning they 
ended up borrowing from 
business people. 

ALC Atlantic Lottery is not 
welcome at Highland Market, 
at least for the next few days. 
Storeowner Rod Wood is firing 
back at the lottery corporation 
for suspending him for five 
days by refusing to sell its 
products in his store. Wood's 


store was one of several 
suspended from selling lottery 
products for five days recently 
after allegedly allowing 
someone under age 19 to 
either purchase a lottery 
product or have one checked. 
“They called me to say they 
were bringing my machine 
back. I told them to keep it 
because I am suspending them 
for seven days,” Wood said. 

TOURISM Tourism ads for the 
province of Nova Scotia were 
featured on a Vancouver-based 
chat website that features 
racist, homophobic and 
misogynistic discussions, The 
Vanguard has learned. The 
province's ad campaign was 
featured on the website since 
May 14. The Department of 
Tourism said the ads were 
removed from the website as 
soon as media calls alerted 
them of the nature of the 
website.

High spirits power crew 


Nova Scotia steers 
out of New York 
for race to Halifax

Talk about an inauspicious 
start. 

Yesterday the crew of the 
Nova Scotia set off on the 
New York to Halifax leg of 
the Clipper 07/08 Round the 
World Yacht Race with hopes 
of arriving first at their ship's 
namesake. 

But we were challenged 
right off the bat. After the race 
was delayed several hours to 
find some suitable wind, all 
the yachts lined up for a shot¬ 
gun start. In a race where a 


good start can be the differ¬ 
ence in where you place, each 
crew scrambled to raise their 
sails first to get the "fresh 
wind" ahead of everyone else. 

But as our sail went up our 
skipper, Rob Mclnally realized 
it had caught on something 
and ripped in two places. The 
crew had to frantically take 
the sail below board for re¬ 
pairs as another, heavier sail 
was hoisted in its place. 

Luckily, a lack of wind 
played havoc with the other 
boats as well. An hour into 
the race all the boats were 
still neck and neck, and some 
were aiming in opposite di¬ 
rections. This gave the Nova 
Scotia a few laughs, with 
people yelling "where are you 
headed?" to the other boats. 


'All the boats are still in a 
line. There's very light winds 
and we're trying to find the 
fastest sale combination to get 
us ahead," said Nova Scotia 
crew member Kate Wyse of 
London. 

The 15-member crew is 
made up mostly of Brits, with 
some Canadians. All of them 
except the skipper are ama¬ 
teur sailors who signed up for 
the challenge and adventure. 

The race should be a nail- 
biter right down to the finish 
in Halifax over the weekend. 
Because of a narrow path 
from New York, 
there isn't 
much room 
for the yachts 
to take strate¬ 


ent routes. 

"We've got a tight 
course.. .we're all going to get 
there at about the same time," 
said Mclnally, the only pro¬ 
fessional sailor on¬ 
board. 

"We've just 
got to 
sail every- 
one 
else."

Cadman tape 
doctored: Tories 


Audiotape at 
heart of explosive 
bribery accusations 

The Conservative party says a 
tape of Stephen Harper's con¬ 
versation with a B.C. author 
about "financial considera¬ 
tions" offered a dying 
MP was "doctored" 
and it is seeking a court 
order to block the Lib¬ 
erals from further use 
or reference to it. 

MP James Moore 
told reporters yesterday that 
the party hired two audio spe¬ 
cialists to analyze the Septem¬ 
ber 2005 tape and they found 


it had been altered. 

"The (Tom) Zytaruk tape is 
completely discredited," 
Moore said. 

The tape has been at the 
centre of politically explosive 
allegations, made by Cad- 
man's widow, Dona, and 
other family members, that 
the Tories offered B.C. 
independent MP Chuck 
Cadman a $1 million 
life insurance policy in 
exchange for his sup¬ 
port on a key vote in 
Parliament in May, 
2005 that could have brought 
down the minority govern¬ 
ment of Paul Martin. 

Tory officials have denied

the $1-million offer and 
Harper has sued the Liberals 
for libel for suggesting he and 
his party attempted to bribe 
Cadman for his vote. 

He is now seeking a court 
order to block the Liberal 
party from further use of, or 
reference to, the audiotape. 

An RCMP probe concluded 
last month there was no evi¬ 
dence of criminal wrongdoing 
in the affair.

Agreement in doubt 


Countries squabble 
over wording at 
UN food crisis summit 

.S. Agriculture Secretary Ed 
Schafer said yesterday he 
doubted the UN food crisis 
summit in Rome would yield a "posi¬ 
tive agreement" on biofuels as coun¬ 
tries squabbled over wording of a 
joint-declaration. 

The summit is due to issue a state¬ 
ment today, at the end of the three- 
day meeting in Rome, in which 
countries will "commit to eliminating 
hunger and to securing food for all." 

But disagreements over the impact 
on food prices of biofuel — where 


foodstuffs are converted into fuel as a 
substitute for gasoline — threatened 
to deprive the summit of a forceful 
final declaration, delegates said. 

"I doubt there will be a positive 
agreement on biofuels," Schafer told 
reporters when asked if he expected 
the summit declaration to contain a 
global agreement on the issue. 

Schafer, the head of the U.S. dele¬ 
gation, said he hoped the summit 
could still negotiate acceptable word¬ 
ing on the issue. Washington has 
come under fire from several coun¬ 
tries for diverting an increasing share 
of its maize harvest into fuel. 

"While we await the next draft, it 
looks as though consensus on this im¬ 


portant issue is in reach," Schafer said 
in a statement issued subsequently to 
clarify his comments. 

The Japanese delegation is among 
the countries pushing for the declara¬ 
tion to reflect concerns about biofuels. 

"We don't want to see biofuel pro¬ 
duction being pursued at the expense 
of food production so we have to find 
a balance," Kazuo Kodama, Japanese 
foreign ministry spokesman, said. 

"We think that both objectives 
(food and fuel production) can be pur¬ 
sued in a harmonious manner so we 
hope we can find a mutually accept¬ 
able wording, which will satisfy both 
sides," he said. 

Ahead of the summit, diplomats at 


the Food and Agriculture Organiza¬ 
tion drafted a brief and seemingly in¬ 
nocuous statement for their heads of 
delegation to sign off on. But biofuels 
was one of the areas left open for dis¬ 
cussion at the summit itself. 

Once touted as a green alternative 
to crude oil, biofuels have come 
under attack from environmentalists, 
who doubt their ability to reduce 
greenhouse gases, and hunger cam¬ 
paigners who say they should not be 
promoted due to their inflationary 
impact on food prices — hotly dis¬ 
puted by the United States.

10 percent of its road transport fuel

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Waste out of control, U.K. study finds 


Consumers spend 
$19.5B on food 
they don’t eat 

T ry to imagine 35,000 hulk¬ 
ing African elephants bar¬ 
relling down a major city 
street, and you'll come close to 
picturing the quantity of food 
we throw out each year. 

That's more than 210 mil¬ 
lion kilograms of food. Most of 
it edible. Much of it still in its 
original packaging. 

And that's just residences, 
the largest single group con¬ 
tributor to food waste. Try to 
conceptualize that others — 
food manufacturers, restau¬ 
rants, grocery stores and com¬ 
mercial enterprises such as 
schools or hospitals — to¬ 
gether discard even more. 

Food waste is taking on 
growing significance as food 
prices sky-

around the globe stand in 
sharp contrast to what might 
be considered a tragicomedy 
of the Western world: The in¬ 
credible volume of edible food 
that is simply thrown away. 

A British study released this 
month provided perhaps the 
most comprehensive look ever 


at the problem of food waste. 

After analyzing the trash of 
more than 2,000 households, 
the study determined that 
more than 6.7 million tonnes 
of food, or about one-third of 
the food bought, is thrown out 
in the United Kingdom every 
year. 

A 1997 study by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
found a similar result: 27 per 
cent, or 44 billion kilograms, 
of edible food is never eaten— 
about a half-kilogram of waste 
per person per day. (The data 
is currently being updated.) 

Every day in the U.K., folks 
throw out 7 million slices of 
bread, 660,000 eggs, 1.2 mil¬ 
lion sausages, 2.8 million 
tomatoes, 1.6 million ba¬ 
nanas, 700,000 packages of 
chocolate and 260,000 pack¬ 
ages of cheese — that have 
never been 
opened — ac¬ 
cording to the 
report, written 
by the Waste 
& Resources 
Action Pro¬ 
gramme, or WRAP. 

Overall, 61 per cent of all 
the food waste could have 
been eaten if consumers bet¬ 
ter planned and stored their 
food purchases, WRAP says. 
Fifteen per cent of the food 
hadn't even been opened. Five

best-before date. 

The report warned of the 
implications for society. 

Consumers, for one, are 
spending more than 10 billion 
British pounds (about $19.5 
billion Canadian) on food they 
don't eat. And all the rotting 
food pumps more than 18 mil¬ 
lion tonnes of carbon dioxide, 
a greenhouse gas, into the at¬ 
mosphere. Stopping that 
would be the equivalent of 
taking one in five cars off the 
road. 

Then there's the cost of col¬ 
lecting, transporting and land- 
filling the food. 

Food waste also happens in 
the places we buy the food. 

Some grocery stores 
are notorious for dis¬ 
carding perfectly 
edible food. 


Jonathan Bloom, a journal¬ 
ist in Chapel Hill, N.C., decided 
to get a job at a grocery store 
to find out just how much 
food and produce was 
"culled." 

"Basically, I showed up 
there and they put me to work 
throwing out food," says 
Bloom, who is writing a book 
on food waste and maintains 
a blog, wastedfood.com. 

On his first morning, he 
was ordered to dump 23 kilo¬ 
grams of fruit and vegetables 
— much of it packaged with 
"sell-by" dates for that day. 

"It was frustrating, because 

I'd have to take these apples 
and bell peppers that I'd 
be happy to eat to the 
back room and 
throw them 
out." 
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Convenience foods such as 
ready-cut vegetables and 
ready-to-eat meals are also 
major waste culprits. 

In the U.K., major grocery 
retailers such as Tesco stock 
huge coolers full of ready¬ 
made sandwiches, soups and, 
indeed, entire meals. The 
WRAP study found that 
330,000 unopened processed- 
meat-based meals are tossed 


every day in the U.K. 

Wasted food can end up in 
landfill, where it is one of the 
main sources of greenhouse 
gases, particularly methane, 
which is more dangerous to 
the environment and traps 
more heat in the atmosphere 
than carbon dioxide. 

Already 38 per cent of 
Canada's methane emissions 
come from landfills, says 
Susan Antler, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Composting Coun¬ 
cil of Canada. "This is coming 
from organics. So it's a cli¬ 
mate-change issue. We've got 
to get them out of the land¬ 
fill." 

Wasting food is a curiosity 
of modern life: It is one of the 
few issues on which there is 
universal agreement — it's 
bad. Yet, as we keep buying 
and dumping our edibles, it is 
also, paradoxically, an issue 
few people seem willing to do 
anything about.

Top line time pays off 
for prime 'Q' prospect

One brother's pain was the other 
brother's gain — at least in the case 
of Dartmouth natives John and 
Bradley MacDonald. 

Bradley, the younger of the Dart¬ 
mouth Subways teammates, 
started the year under the radar for 
the Quebec Major Junior Hockey 
League draft. But a shoulder injury 
to John in November helped cata¬ 
pult Bradley into a bigger role. 

Suddenly, he found himself on 
the radar, with talk he could go as 
high as the first round in Saturday's 
draft in Sydney. 

"When my brother got hurt, I got 
bumped up to a top line and I got 
more ice time as the season went 
on," Bradley said. "I took advantage 


of it and had a better second half." 

Bradley, a 15-year-old, didn't reg¬ 
ister a single point in his first six 
major midget games, and had just a 
goal and three assists in his first 11 
contests. But he finished the year 
with a sizzling 18 goals and 28 as¬ 
sists for 46 points in 35 games. 

John, a 17-year-old forward 
whose Q rights belong to the Lewis¬ 
ton Maineiacs, looked on from the 
sidelines. 

"I felt pretty bad for him," 
Bradley said. "He really wanted to 
play, so it was pretty hard on him 
to sit out." 

Bradley, a stocky 5-foot-8 centre, 
is known as a character two-way 
forward. One scout called him one 
of the draft's fastest skaters, and 
most can't say enough about his 
work ethic. 

"He competes both ends up and 
down," one scout said. "I don't think 
he'll score you a lot of goals from fi¬ 
nesse, but he will score a lot of goals 


from hard work. First-line centre in 
the Q? I don't know. Second-line 
centre? For sure." 

Bradley said he also has his 
brother to thank for his work ethic. 
He grew up practising and playing 
road hockey with John, and devel¬ 
oped a lot of the same habits. 

"I went to a lot of his games and 
took note of what he did," Bradley 
said. "He's the hardest working guy 
I've ever seen play hockey, and he 
really pushes me." 

John, who played one game with 
the Maineiacs last season, was 
never drafted, instead earning his 
spot as a free agent. That won't be 
an issue for Bradley. Central Scout¬ 
ing ranks him 20th overall, just two 
slots shy of the first round. 

"First overall," Bradley said with 
a laugh, when asked how high he'd 
like to be picked. "No, I'm joking. 
First round is where I'd like to go, 
but anything could happen."

When Tyler Noseworthy was passed over 
in last year's Quebec Major Junior 
Hockey League draft, he decided to do 
something about it. 

Rather than return for another year 
with the Nova Scotia Major Midget 
Hockey League's Dartmouth Subways in 
his hometown, the 6-foot-2, 195-pound 
forward reported to the junior A Pictou 
County Weeks Crushers in New Glasgow. 

"I wanted to prove I could play junior, 
and show the scouts my all-around 
game," Noseworthy said. "I could've 
stayed another year in midget and put up 
big numbers, but I learned a lot about the 
junior game here. This was the type of 
role I'd play in the Q—checking, working 
hard, playing good defence." 

Central Scouting ranks the 17-year-old 
a fourth-round prospect for the QMJHL 
draft.

gained valuable experience during the 
Fred Page Cup, which the Crushers won 
on home ice in May. 

'After what I learned this year, I feel I 
can step in and play anywhere in the Q 


next year," said Noseworthy. "I don't want 
to go somewhere and sit in the press box 
for a year. I want to be on the ice playing, 
and improving my game."

Not just for the birds 



A pedestal birdbath at a height of about 3 feet off the ground gives 
birds a sense of security, as does a hanging birdbath. But do remem¬ 
ber to put a birdbath where you can watch it (since the show is for 
you), and make sure it is within easy reach of a garden hose. 


T his time of year is 
alive with birds 
chirping and war¬ 
bling, and the insistent 
peeping of bird babies 
squawking to be fed. You 
can’t go wrong with a bird¬ 
bath — we love the way a 
birdbath looks. And who 
doesn’t? It adds a touch of 
whimsy in your green 
space and adds the delight¬ 
ful presence of water, and 
last but not least, it at¬ 
tracts birds. 

Birds not only need 
water to drink, but they 
need it to groom them¬ 
selves, to keep their feath¬ 
ers waterproof. In

addition, birds love to 
splash and play in the 
water. And don’t think a 
bird bath is only for the 
summer. Water is vital to 
birds all year round. In 
fact, a birdbath with an im¬ 
mersible heater set at a low 
level to keep the water 
from freezing may attract a 
lot of very thankful birds 
during the cold months. 
Bird baths come in huge 
range of styles - 1 — some, in 
fibreglass resin, are formed 


into the shape of vines and 
leaves - 1 — try to keep away 
from the fairies or gnomes. 
Others are a stone or mar¬ 
ble composite or even con¬ 
crete, and some are made 
of metals — pounded cop¬ 
per, wrought iron, or recy¬ 
cled aluminum with a 
verdigris finish. Gorgeous! 

Glazed ceramic or glass 
or enamel tends to be slip¬ 
pery — and birds may 
avoid a birdbath in these 
smooth finishes. Putting 
aquarium gravel in the bot¬ 
tom of a birdbath may 
help, but will make clean¬ 
ing more complicated. In 
addition, bird baths in 
some of these finishes will 
crack or shatter if the 
water happens to freeze. 
Sometimes a well-inten¬ 
tioned birdbath is not used 
by birds. 

Why? 


First of all, birds tend to 
prefer a more natural look¬ 
ing birdbath — such as 
stone, or cement, or weath¬ 
ered-looking metal. Birds 
can shy away from what 
looks artificial. 

The depth of a birdbath 
is also important — birds 
prefer a shallow dish, and 
will avoid one that is deep. 

A shallowly sloping dish 
with a depth of no more 
than 3 inches in the centre 
is ideal. 

Think about the place¬ 
ment of a birdbath as well. 
Birds will not visit a bird¬ 
bath that is out in the 
open — they feel vulnerable 
to predators such as cats, 
snakes or hawks. Make sure 
it is within a 5 or 6 feet of a 
tree or high bush, so they 
can fly away to a high spot 
when they feel threatened. 
Also, avoid putting bird- 


baths beside thick shrub¬ 
bery or bushes where pred¬ 
ators can hide. 

Last but not least, the 
water in a birdbath must 


be changed every few days 
to deep it fresh and clean 
and safe for birds.

Knowing his friend was in 
ailing health, George Thoro¬ 
good had been thinking 
about Bo Diddley's death for 
some time. 

"He was bedridden, right. 
You are never prepared but 
you know it is 
going to hap¬ 
pen," said 
Thorogood. "I 
just didn't 
think that the 
state of his 
body could 
handle a 
stroke and a 
heart attack 
and be able to bounce back." 

Diddley, a rock 'n' roll pi¬ 
oneer and guitar-playing in¬ 
spiration, died of heart 
failure on Monday at the age 
of 79. He had been in ill 
health for a number of 
months. 

"I guess I was as close to 
him as any person could be," 
said Thorogood, who cov¬ 
ered Diddley's song Who Do 
I Love, and had the legend 
appear in his Bad To The 


Bone music video. 

"We had a great relation¬ 
ship, let's put it that way," 
added Thorogood on a break 
from his current Canadian 
tour with The Destroyers. 
"We always lead with a 
Chuck Berry type song to 
get the band loose, and we 
follow with a Bo Diddley 
song." 

Thorogood said he starts 
his shows this way because 
both artists pretty much 
created rock and roll by 
with their 
blues back¬ 
grounds.

dude when it comes to rock 
and roll," he said. 

It is essential to listen to 
both men, added the musi¬ 
cian, if you want to get a 
grasp on rock and roll and 
what the music is all about. 
They represent a lineage 
that stretches back to some 
of the best blues musicians 
of the last century — and 
continues into rock today. 

"Chuck Berry and Bo Did¬ 
dley got John Lennon and 


Keith Richards' attention, 
who are the two highest 
profile rock musicians ever, 
right up there with Hen¬ 
drix." 

If you don't take the time 
to listen to the blues, you'll 
never get a real understand¬ 


ing or appreciation of rock, 
he said. 

"It is like an actor who 
never heard of Tennessee 
Williams," he said. "Or a di¬ 
rector who says, 'I don't 
know who Cecil B. DeMille 
is.'"

Photog gets China's 
masses in focus

Say the world China, and a 
million images will come to 
mind: The Great Wall, The 
Middle Kingdom, the 
Olympics, Tibet, human 
rights. 

When it came time for 
photographer Ann Launcelott 
to think about the word, it 
was images of the past and 
future which captivated her. 

"China is very much in the
